Colonel IngeraoU'a Tribute to Woman. 
Over a hundred well known men ten- 


dered Frank B. Carpenter a reception 
recently in New York to celebrate the 
completion of Artist Carpenter's paiiit- 
ing, "International Arbitration." 
The 


picture represents the peace commission 
Of 1871 and is a present to Victoria of 
England. ,Mrs. Carson, widow of the 
late W. W. Carson, of Dal ton, Mass., 
furnished the money to purchase the 
gift.D\tring the speechmaking after tho 
banquet, Colonel Robert Q. Ingersoll 
paid the following glowing tribute to 
woman: "I am glad that this pictxire is 
to be sent by a woman. The gentleman 
who spoke to the toast, 'Woman as a 
Peacemaker,' seemed to believe that 
woman brought all the sorrows that ever 
happened, not only of war, but of 
troubles of every description, and I want 
to say to him that I would rather live 
with a woman I love in a world of war, 
in a world full of trouble and sorrows, 
than to live in heaven with nobody but 
men. 
I believe that woman is a peace- 


maker, and I am glad that a woman pre- 
sents this token to another woman. And 
woman is a far higher title than queen, 
in my judgment; far higher. There are 
no higher titles than woman, wife, 
sister, and when they come to calling 
themselves countesses and duchesses 
and queens, that is all rot. That adds 
nothing to that unseen artist who in- 
habits the world called the brain. That 
unseen artist is great by nature, and can- 
not be made great by the addition of 
titles. And so one woman gives to an- 
other woman the picture that prophesies 
that war is finally to cease, and the civil- 
ized nations of the world will hereafter 
arbitrate their differences and no longer 
strew the plain with corpses of brethren. 
.That is the supreme lesson that is taught 
by this picture, and 1 congratulate Mr. 
Carpenter that his name is associated 
with it." 


The Age of Children. 


During the last few years changes have 


been felt in every department of labor 
and capital and have affected all classes 
of society. They have penetrated the 
home, and while in no way threatening 
the stability of the family, they have ma- 
terially altered the conditions in tho 
home. The wife and mother has leisure 
where fifty years ago her work was never 
done. She roads the newspapers and fol- 
lows with interest the various social and 
political events. She is an active mem- 
ber of the church as well as of one or 
more literary clubs and one or more or- 
ganizations for philanthropic or reforma- 
tory work. She may attend to all these 
and at the same time give more intelli- 
gent care to her children than the mother 
of fifty years ago was able to dc. Indeed, 
the danger at tho present time is not that 
mothers may neglect their children, but 
that they will injure them by excess of 
attention, making them the center of in- 
terest and tho all absorbing subject of 
conversation. 


In spito of the fact that women are 


now more than ever before occupied 
with affairs outside the home it remains 
that this is pre-eminently the children's 
age. 
Their needs are studied, their health 


looked after, their books selected with 
wiser care, even their toys and thoir 
plays are chosen and directed in a way 
that shall conduce to their mental and 
moral development. So that as far as 
the home of well to do families ia con- 
cerned the changes which the new time 
has brought and the more public char- 
acter of woman's interests cannot be said 
to be other than advantageous to the 
home if wisely used.—Chicago Herald,

P^ivic'» Original Knife. 


Ten days ago Colonel John B. Davis, 


of Mississippi, who had been a resident 
of the Old Men's home since a year ago 
last April, received a stroke of paralysis. 
This was followed in a few days by an- 
other, and then a third, which proved 
fatal. 
The deceased was a cousin of Jefferson 


Davis, and dtiring the war was the col- 
onel of a Mississippi regiment known as 
the Tigers. Colonel Davis had in Ms 
possession the original knife constructed 
for Colonel Jim Bowie, who, though a 
native Kentnckian, moved to Texas and 
married the daughter of ex-Governor 
Veramendi. The knife was said to have 
been invented while Colonel Bowie was 
confined to his bed in Natchez, suffering 
from the effects of a wound he had re- 
ceived in a border fray. He was a man 
of great mechanical ingenuity, and 
whittled it out of white pine as a model 
for a hunting knife, which he sent to 
two brothers named Blackman, in the 
city of Natchez, and told them to spare 
no expense in making it. It was made 
from a largo sawmill file and afterward 
perfected by an Arkansas blacksmith. 


Davis, who was a young man at the 


time, was present the first time the 
knifo, as perfected, was used in a duel, 
and, as he described the scene, the par- 
ties cut the underbrush down and fought 
to the death. Tho peculiar part of the 
knife was that the end was poisoned, an 
operation that cost Colonel Bowie ten 
dollars.—Cincinnati Enquirer.

The little building in Brougham ter- 


race, Liverpool, in which the few Mos- 
lem worshipers thereabout gather to- 
gether for prayer and to listen to ser- 
mons in Arabic- and English is hidden 
away in a garden, and it does not seem 
that its congregation has ever done any- 
thing to give oifenso, yet for more than 
a month past they have been exposed to 
persecution, and the ferment appears to 
be iucrea&ing. On a recent Sunday, ac- 
cording to a local report, the appearance 
of tho "Muezzin" in the balcony to give 
tho customary "Azan," or call to prayer, 
was the sign.il for a great uproar from ft 
crowd ot some 400 roughs, indulging in 
the usual oaths and execrations and 
throwing of stones and filth. 


Several times, it i^ btated, tho Muezzin 


was struck. After he had retired thr 
disturbers burst into tho mosque and 
threw stones, one of which fell within a 
few inches of where the littlo son of 
Ahmed Quiliam Bey was kneeling in 
prayer. These annoyances, it is added, 
continued during the service, and the 
congregation on leaving were pelted and 
struck.—London Public Opinion.
